A new method of, grading wheat grown in West¬ 
ern Canada was outlined by Dr. J. A. Anderson, in. 
addressing the Alberta Wheat Pool convention held 
in Calgary. Dr. Anderson is chief chemist of the 
board of grain commissioners for Canada. 

The plan proposed making protein a major fact¬ 
or in the grading of wheat now classed as 2 northern 
or higher, after removing the 10 per cent of the 2 
grade that weighs less than 60 lbs to the bushel. 
Lower grades would be excluded because the protein 
in such wheats is damaged. 

Dr. Anderson believes that the top quality wheat,, 
averaging 60 per cent of the crop, can be bulked and 
graded on a protein basis into four grades, as given 
herewith: t 

No. 1 Canada western hard, with protein content 
over 14.5 per cent. 

No. 1 Canada western medium hard, with protein 
content between 13.5 and 14.5 per cent. 

No. 1 Canada western medium, with protein con¬ 
tent between 12.5 and 13.5 per cent. 

No. 1 Canada western soft with protein content 
under 12.5 per cent. 

These new grades would replace the present 
grades of 1 hard, 1 northern and 2 northern wheats. 

Dr. Anderson believes that a plan could be adopt¬ 
ed to make a protein test of carlots of wheat at cent¬ 
ral points, such as Calgary and Edmonton, in Alberta, 
and the grain binned at terminal elevators according 
to the grades established. 

For many, many years wheat growers in the 
prairie regions of the west have been agitating for 
protein grading of their wheat. The high protein 
wheat is produced principally in these regions. The 
grading however, has been on the basis of appearance. 
Thus farmers who produced wheat with a protein 
content of 17 per cent frequently got no more for their 
product than farmers whose wheat contained only 
11 per cent protein. 

While the proposed grading by protein content 
will likely be to the disadvantage of growers on irri¬ 
gated farms, where such content is usually low, we 
think in justice to the producers of the higher quality 
wheat, the scheme is worthy of a trial.

A vote in Roumania is quite unlike a Berlin vote.

Principles of Wood Control 

The remarkable advance in weed 
warfare that. has accompanied the 
introduction, wide farmer accept¬ 
ance, and effective use of 2,4-D ha- 
not changed the basic principles of 
weed control. The successful control 
of a weed still requires a knowledge 
of its habits, its growth require¬ 
ments, and more particularly of 
how it reproduces and spreads. 

Weed species fall into two main 
groups —annuals and peretfffials. 

Annuals —Annual weeds, such as 
Wild Mustard and Stinkweed, live 
but one year, produce a crop of 
seed, and then die. Annuals repro¬ 
duce by seals only. Obviously, all 
methods of controlling annuals have 
one principal purjiose —the preven¬ 
tion of seeding. This may be 
attained in many different ways—, 
mowing, burning, cultivating, or 
through the use of chemicals. The 
easiest way to dispose of annual 
weeds is to kill them in their early 
growth stages. 2,4-D is a most 
efficient tool for this purpose

This map allows the distribu¬ 
tion of fall rainfall, that is rains 
which fell over the prairies from 
Aug. 1st to Nov. 15th, 1950, or 
between harvest and freeze-up. 
These rains form an important 
part of the reserve moisture for 
the use of crops which are to be 


seeded this coming spring. It will 
be observed that the distribution 
oi the moisure- is fairly even 
throughout the West. The figures 
reveal that the crops to be seed¬ 
ed on stubble and summerfallowed 
dartd combined throughout the 
three prairie . provinces, and 
weighted for wheat acreage, will 


have reserve moisture of 9Q per 
cent of normal, compared with 72 
per cent of normal last year; Al¬ 
berta 88 per cent of 'normal, Sas¬ 
katchewan 89 per cent and Mani¬ 
toba 109 per cent. This all means 
that the 1951 prairie crops will 
have a good start as far as re¬ 
serve moisture is concerned.

Does Spraying 
For Weeds Pay 

A project designed to measure 
the efficiency and economy of 
chemical herbicides for killing 
weeds in growing craps has been 
under way for the past -three 
years on District Experiment Sub¬ 
stations in southwestern Manitoba, 
says D. A. Duncan of the Bran¬ 
don Experimental Farm. 

One of the factors that makes 
the answer to tihe above question 
d fflcult is the great variation in 
the price of sprayers. Commercial 
firms in Brandon quote 1950 pric¬ 
es for tractor-mounted types at 
approximately $200 and the trail¬ 
er-mounts with springs $490 In 
1950, the cost of the ester formu¬ 
lation of 2,4-D was $7.45 per gal¬ 
lon f.o.b. Brandon. 

Consider that a farmer spra>s 
two hundred acres with his spray¬ 
er each year, and that tlie life of 
the machine is ten years. In onder 
to arrive at the co9t an an acre 
basis, the following items should 
be included. Depreciation on the 
tracitor-mounted machine on the 
basis of ten per cent per year will 
be ten cents per acre and 25 cents 
per acre for the trailer-mounted 
type. Repairs aggregate approxi¬ 
mately 60 per cent of the initial 
cost over a ten year period. This 
represents six cents and 15 cents 
per acre respectively for the two 
machines Interest on investment 
at ‘five per cent on one-half the 
value wtil amount to three cents 
and six cents per acre respectively. 
The cost of chemical spray applied 
at four ounces of acid equivalent 
per acre will be the 'same for both 
machines, namely, 47 cents per 
acre. The total cost of spraying, 
excluding charges for labor and 
the cost of running a tractor, will 
be 66. cents per acre for the trac¬ 
tor-mounted t^pe and 93 cents 
per acre for the trailer machine. 

It is generally agreed that if 
spraying is done at the proper 
time, cereal crops will not suffer 
damage. At Good lands, Redman 
wheat sprayed for an infestation 
of mustard, stink-weed mid iamb’s 
quarters pigweed showed an In¬ 
crease of 2.1 bushels per acre ov¬ 
er the check area. The three-year 
average of spraying versus non- 
si>raying on this station shows an 
increase of 2.9. bushels per acre In 
favor of spray ing. On the basis of 
gra n prices for wheat at $1.21 per 
bushel for the wheat grown on 
the sprayed area, and the 1950 
cost figures quoted above, a farm¬ 
er would derive an additional one 
dollar and 87 cents per acre if he 
uaed the lower-priced machine 


and one dollar and 60 cents per 
acre if she employed the higher- 

priced sprayer 

In. addition to tlie monetary re¬ 
turn from spraying, a great deal 
of toe-netit is deriviri by reducing 
weeds that would otherwise in¬ 
crease docKage and cause extra 
wear and tear on harvesting ma¬ 
chinery. 

The use of chemical herbicides 
and their consequent value ye be¬ 
ing recognized yearly by more 
and more Western Canadian far-
